~The new St. Louis Board of 
Election Commissioners was ap- 
proved speedily by the State 
Benaie this afternoon. There was 
no opposition to any of the four 
new members when the Senate 
voted in executive session, it was 
reported. 

As soon as they take the oath 
of office, probably tomorrow, the 
new commissioners will be quali- 
fied to serve. Thus they will be 
in office in time to supervise Fri- 
day's city primary election.

The four were appointed to fill 
the unexpired terms, ending next 
July 5, of the outgoing dard 
members.

The new board was named to 
replace the St. Louis election 
commissioners appointed by for- 
mer Gov. Forrest Smith. They in- 
cluded Paul C. Calcaterra, chair- 
man, and Leo J. Hennessey, Demo- 
crats, and Sigmund M. Bass, Re- 
publican, who submitted their 
resignations last week at Don- 
nelly’s request.

Permission to operate 10 sur- 
reys in Forest Park, powered by 
high-stepping steeds just like in 
pre-traffic-jam days, was granted 
by the Board of Public Service 
today to Fifteenth Ward Alder- 
man A. J. Cervantes.

POLES SAID TO HOLD 
SIX DANISH SHIPS IN 
REPRISAL OVER MIG 


COPENHAGEN, March 10 (AP) 
—Reliable sources reported today 
that Communist Poland 1s hold- 
ing six Danish fishing vessels at 
Danzig, possibly in reprisal for 
Denmark’s retention of a Soviet- 
built, Polish MIG-15 jet fighter 
plane. 

Authoritative sources said 
seven Danish fishing craft took 
refuge in the port from a storm 
Sunday and were ordered to leave 
“in three minutes.” One made it 
out in time, but the others were 
held. The six ships carried about 
20 crewmen. 

The plane was flown last 
Thursday to the Danish island of 
Bornholm by a Polish pilot who 
said he wanted political asylum. 


GERMANS REPORTED ARRESTED 
FOR REMARKS ABOUT STALIN 


BERLIN, March 10 (AP)—The 
United States high commission 
newspaper Neue Zeitung today re- 
ported a weekend wave of arrests 
in East Germany of persons ex- 
pressing public “satisfaction” at 
the death of Joseph Stalin. 

The newspaper said the Com- 
munist police had arrested 45 
persons in East Berlin and nu- 
merous others in the Russian

The State Highway Commission 
at Jefferson City today awarded 
a $2,356,269 contract for work on 
the Third Street Expressway and 
also agreed to advance St. Louis’s | 
$1,000,000 share of the cost of 
acquiring a right-of-way for the 
proposed cutoff from the Express 
Highway to Market street. 

Work on the $13,000,000 Third 
Street Expressway will consist of 
three-tenths of a mile of grading, 
bridging and concrete paving; 
construction of three under- 
passes, at Geyer avenue, Twelfth 
street and Lafayette avenue, and 
four retaining walls in the vicin- 
ity of the Lafayette avenue un- 
derpass. 

Low bidder was the Samuel 


Krauss Co., 649 Edmund avenue. 
The bids were received last Feb. 


Includes Grade Separation. 

The advance to the city for 
preliminary expenses on the pro- 
uosed Express Highway cut-off 
also included its share of ac- 
quiring the right-of-way for a 
grade separation at Market and 
Grand boulevard. These funds 
had been requgsted Jan. 8 by the 
Board of Public Service, which 
suggested the Highway Commis- 
sion be repaid when funds from 
a proposed city bond issue be- 
come available. Jee 

About one mile in length, the 
Market street cutoff is intended to 
eliminate the present Vandeven- 
ter link between the Express 
Highway and Market street, a se- 
rious bottleneck in the movement 
of traffic between the Wést End 
and downtown areas.

The grade separation, a com- 
panion project in the program to 
speed traffic along the Express 
Highway-Market route, would take 
Market street below Grand boule- 
vard. The dip would begin about 
Prospect avenue west of Grand 
and return to grade about Theresa 
avenue to east. 

The Board of Public Service 
also approved a proposed ordi- 
nance whereby the city would va- 
cate streets and alleys and relo- 
cate public utilities required by 
the construction of the northern 
leg of the Third Street Interre- 
gional Highway. 

An essential step in extending 
the highway to a connection with 
North Florissant-Natural Bridge 
route at Thirteenth and Mullan- 
phy streets, the ordinance speci- 
fies the agreement would cover 
the area from Third and Vine 
streets to Twenty-third and Palm 
streets. 

The aldermanic ways and means 
committee has approved a $1,500,- 
000 appropriation measure for the 
city’s cost of right-of-way acquisi- 
tion for the northern leg, limiting 
funds to be spent to the route 
from Third and Washington ave- 
nue to Thirteenth and Mullanphy 
streets. It is eventually planned 
for a link-up of Third street with 
the proposed Mark Twain Ex- 
pressway through North St. Louis. 

In connection with the latter 
project, the Board of Public Serv- 
ice approved an appropriation of 
$20,389 for the purchase of a 
block and one-half of land west 
of Fairgrounds Park along the 
proposed Mark Twain right-of- 
way.

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Science Solves Windbag Problem,

eral Trygve Lie delivered an un- 
precedented attack on a United 
Nations member today, charging 
Russia with using the crudest 
form of pressure against him be- 
cause of his stand opposing Com- 
munist aggre§sion in Korea. 


He said the Soviet actions vio- 
lated the U.N. charter which for- 
bids members to bring such pres- 
ty against the Secretary Gen- 
eral. 


Lie, opening General Assembly 
debate on his personnel policies, 
said he had kept silent about the 
situation for three years, but now 
th time had come to speak. 

In the same speech, Lie gave 
the highest praise to American 
support of the U.N. and threw his 
full support behind United States 
loyalty investigations of Ameri- 
cans employed by the world or- 
ganization. 


Discards Neutrality.

“It is to a large extent because 
of this Soviet attitude that I have 
offered my resignation.”

LONDON, March 10 (AP)— 
a shooting war today on an un- 
welcome American visitor, the 
gray squirrel.

MOSCOW, March 10 (AP)— 
The ‘new an government 
named Deputy Foreign Minister 
Vasily Kuznetsov as its ambas- 
sador to Peiping today, emphasiz- 
ing Prime Minister Georgi Malen- 
kov’s promise of continued unity 
with Communist China. 

The announcement of the ap- 
pointment of Kuznetsov, a lead- 
ing figure in the Soviet Commu- 
nist party and long the head of 
Russia’s trade unions, appeared 
in the same issue of the Moscow 
newspaper Pravda as a eulogy of 
the late Prime Minister Stalin, 
written by Communist Chinese 
leader Mao Tse-tung. 

At Peiping Kuznetsov will suc- 
ceed Alexander Panyushkin, for- 
mer Russian ambassador to the 
United. States. Panyushkin, the 
announcement said, was recalled 
in connection with his “transfer 
to other work.” He had been 
shifted from Washington to Pei- 
ping only last June. 

‘Inviolable Friendship.’ 

In his eulogy, Mao declared 
“the great friendship of the peo- 
ples of China and the Soviet 
Union is inviolable. Any imperial- 
ist aggression whatsoever will be 
routed by us. 

“We deeply believe,” the Chi- 
nese Communist chief wrote, “that 
the Central Committee of the 
Communist party of the Soviet 
Union and the Soviet Government, 
headed by Comrade Malenkov, 
can unconditionally continue the 
cause of Comrade Stalin, advance 
forward and brilliantly develop 

great cause of Communism.”

Legal Snarl Develops in 
$200,000 Def amation 
Suit in Mayoral Cam.

A dispute over the taking of 
depositions in the $200,000 de- 
famation suit filed by Mark D.

Not a Heavy Burden. 

Tucker said the tax did not 
impose a heavy burden on any 
worker and was the only effective 
means of requiring non-residents 
who work in St. Louis to pay 
their fair share of cost for mu- 
nicipal services. 

He said the city, without the 
earnings tax, would not be in a 
financial position to issue bonds 
for needed improvement projects. 

Solution of the traffic and mass- 
transportation problems must be 
considered on a metropolitan- 
area basis, Tucker declared, say- 
ing any plans along this line must 
be co-ordinated with St. Louis 
County and the East Side.

The arrest of Edwards resulted 
from two biennial audits which 
developed a shortage of $7228 in 
the highway department’s incei- 
dental fund, but did not fix’ 
responsibility. —

‘Auditor Says State Was 
Not Paid for Missing 
Licenses—Vehicles Not 
Recomled.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 10 
A state Department of Reve- 
nue auditor today told the House 
investigating committee that 803 
state motor vehicle license plates 
were reported missing by branch 


offices in 1949, 1950 and 1951, 
and were not paid for. 


The witness, H. A. Behrens, 
who previously had appeared be- 
fore the committee to testify 
concerning 150 truck licenses 
not accounted for in 1949, pre- 
serited the figures as those de- 
termined in a recheck for the 
three years. 

He said the state had not been 
paid for the 803 plates and had 
not received any records of regis- 
— of motor vehicles for those 


tes. 

Unable to Estimate Loss. 

The witness was unable to esti- 
mate what the plates would have 
brought, if sold and the fees were 
accounted for, because of varying 
rates for different types of motor | 
vehicles. The fees at that time 
ranged up to $27.50 for passenger 
cars and up to $200 for trucks. 

Behrens told the committee the 
St. Louis branch office in 1949 
paid for 322 * plates re- 
ported missing. truck license 
plates and 38 trailer plates. At 
that time the department had a 
rule that branch offices, reporting 
plates missing and unaccounted 
for, must pay $10 for a passenger 
plate, $10 for a truck plate and 
$3 for a trailer plate. 

The missing, unaccounted for, 
unpaid for plate figures for all of 
the 110 branch offices for the 
three years were:

RANIAN CHARGES 
BRITISH AND REDS 
PLAN PARTITION 


Deputy, Foe of Mossa- 

degh, Says Split-Up 
Deal Was Back of 
. Recent Disturbance. 


TEHRAN, March 10 (AP) — 
Deputy Mehdi Mir Ashrafi told 
Parliament today that a British- 
Russian plan to partition Iran lay 
behind Shah Mohammed Reza 
Pahlevi's recently announced but 


quickly rescinded decision to 
leave the country. 

The deputy, a supporter of 
Ayatullah Seyed Kashani, speaker 
of the Majlis (lower house of 
Parliament) made the charge in a 
debate over the recent extension 
of martial law in the capital city 
and its suburbs. 

He declared Britain and Rus- 
sia had agreed on partition and 
added that the Shah’s departure 
would have simplified the alleged 
scheme. 

The Shah announced on Feb. 28 
he would leave Iran but canceled 
his plans the same day after dem- 
onstrators urged him to remain. 
The announcement followed re- 
ports of a struggle for power be- 
tween the young monarch and 
Premier Mohammed Mossadegh 
and charges by the premier that 
the royal court had been intrigu- 
ing against him. 7 

The demonstration touched off 
a weekend of rioting in which 
three persons were killed. The 
extension of martial law was im- 
posed during the riots. Supporters 
of Kashani, a leading Moslem re- 
ligious figure on the outs with 
Mossadegh, were prominent in 
the demonstrations in favor of 
the Shah. 

Early in this century, Britain 
and Russia openly made a deal 
to divide Iran into two spheres 
of interest, the Russians taking 
the northern part and the British 
the southern. The agreement., 
however, was annulled bv both 
Britain and Russia after the con- 
clusion of World War I. 

The two nations again occu- 
pied the country during World 
War II, dividing it on about the 
same line as before, but with- 
drew after the end of that con- 
flict. 

Mir Ashrafi also complained 
about the arrest of Gen. Fazollah 
Zahedi, a former cabinet minis- 
ter often mentioned as a pos- 
sible candidate for the premier- 
ship, during the riots. 

Asserting that Gen. Zahedi’s 
only crime was allowing his 
name to be mentioned as an as- 
pirant for Mossadegh's job, he 
shouted: 

“On the same basis, while in 
power, Truman should have ar- 
rested Eisenhower.” 

The Majlis recessed without 
taking action on the martial law 
question.

Nounced, meanwhile, that Iran 

y handed a note to Iraq 
calling on that government to

US. ASKING CHIANG 
T0 QUIT BURMA FIGHT 


Turning of Nationalists Guer- 
rillas on Neutral Nation 
Alarms America. 


RANGOON, Burma, March 10 
(AW— The United States is put- 
ting strong pressure on Chiang 
Kai-shek to order the surrender 
of an estimated 12,000 Chinese 
Nationalist guerrillas reported 
fighting the Burmese army, relia- 
ble sources said yesterday. 

Guerrilla bands have been 
trained and armed since 1950 in 
mysterious spy thrilled fashion 
among the Burmese mountains 
and jungles near Red China's re- 


mote Yunnan province border. 

But instead of striking across 
the border at Chinese Commu- 
nists, the Nationalist forces have 
turned their guns on the Burm- 
ese. The unexplained switch has 
alarmed neutral Burma and the 
United States, particularly be- 
cause open fighting may be used 
as an excuse by Red China to 
send troops over the border to 
“help” in the disturbance. 

American and Burmese rela- 
tions—one of the bright spots in 
the campaign to woo neutral na- 
tions to the western side in the 
cold war—have worsened. Even 
the anti-Communist Burmese hold 
the United States responsible be- 
cause of American support of 
Chiang’s rule on Formosa. 

Burma’s anti-Communist gov- 
ernment is being kept informed 
of United States efforts to per- 
suade Chiang to order the border 
guerrillas to lay down arms, ac- 
cording to reliable information. 

Burma is reported being asked 
to allow Nationalists who wish to 
do sd to go to Formosa on condi- 
tion they surrender their arms to 
the Burmese army, which opencd 
an offensive last week. 

Premier U Nu told Parliament 
on March 2 Burma would com- 
plain against Nationalist China to 
the United Nations. But the

Adenauer, at a news conference, 
said French foes of the European 
army treaty—under. which West 
Germany would rearm and pool 
its forces with five neighbor 
states for common defense—were 
raising scare talk about 2 remili- 
tarized Germany. He said he re- 
gretted that even Robert Schu- 
man, former French foreign min- 
ister, had seemed to add some 


fuel to this in a speech Sunday 


in which he was quoted as calling 
the Germans “a militaristic peo- 
ple.” 


Adenauer’s Statement. 

The chancellor said: 

“I would like to say something 
in extreme earnest. The Govern- 
ment of the German federal re- 
public, and the large majority of 
the German Parliament, want 
through the projected European 
Defense Community to end, once 
and for all, the quafrels and 
fights that have torn western Eu- 
rope. Without this defense com- 
— a united Europe is im- 


ble. 

“We are now striving to make 
it so that war between France 
and Germany will be impossible 
in the future. Thereupon we can 
build a real Europe. 

“I know that in certain French 
political circles there is the belief 
that a rearmed Germany would 
drag the West into war with Rus- 
sia to regain our lost eastern ter- 
ritories. 

We Would Be Flattened.’ 

“Now just consider for a mo- 
ment what such a thing would 
mean for us. It would mean that 
Germany would become a battle- 
ground and we would be totally 
flattened. 

“And what could we do with 
our 12 divisions in the European 
army—and perhaps another 12 
reserve divisions—against mighty 
Soviet Russia?

1, “I believe that in view of 
the preesnt laws and regulations 
of the United States toward the

2. “Refusal by United States 
staff members on grounds of pos- 
sible self-incrimination to answer 
questions about membership in 
the American Communist party 
or any subversive activity” is 
grounds for dismissal. 

Lie said that so long as an em- 
ploye “remains in the Secretariat 
it is his clear obligation under 
the charter and staff regulations 
to take no part in any activity, 
either open or secret, aimed at 
subverting or overthrowing a 
member government.” At this 
point he emphasized that the

In 1950, France had five divi- 
sions armed with wornout equip- 
ment and with only a fraction of 
their wartime strength in man- 
power. Some were down to 25 
per cent. Their morale was just 
as bad as their wornout trucks 
and guns. 


Now, in March 1953, French 
forces in Europe include five bat- 
tle-ready divisions, fully up to 
strength in men and material, and 
seven divisions which are between 
25 and 75 per cent up to strength 
in manpower. 

In case of war, the seven divi- 
sions would be brought up to 
strength and ready for action at 
various dates between D-day and 
D plus 30. 


Re-equipped Divisions. 

The five battle-ready divisions 
have been largely re-equipped 
since 1950 with obsolescent but 
fairly good American material. 
Now they are all getting more 
modern American equipment. 

The two D-day armored divi- 
sions, the First and Fifth, are now 
receiving rebuilt M-26s (Per- 
shings) and M-47s (Pattons). Sev- 
eral hundred Pattons have already 
been delivered under the souped- 
up American program of arms 
deliveries to Europe. The Sixth 
Armored Division, which is a post- 
D-day division, is also getting 
better equipment. 

It seems to be the cansensus of 
foreign military observers that all 
of the five D-day divisions would 
give excellent account of them- 
selves against a first-class foe.

(Mo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch:

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Make It the Turning Point! 


Just three years ago this month the Post- 
Dispatch undertook to direct publi¢ attention to 
two choices confronting St. Louis. 

The two choices were presented in three words 
which, day after day and week after week, head- 
lined a seriés of approximately 100 news arti- 
cles, These words were: 

Progress or Decay? 

What has happened in the three years since 
this became the clearcut choice before St. Louis? 

It is sadly disappointing for us to say it, but 
in the three years since March 1950, we find 
little’ progress and increasing evidence of con- 
tinuing and rapid decay. 

St. Louis IS decaying. 

We do not make this statement capriciously 
or hysterically. We make it thoughtfully and 


deliberately. 


In our judgment it is a plain, demonstrable 
fact that the St, Louis which has meant so much 
to hundreds of thousands of people over the 
years is being dismembered and disembowelled 
by decay. 

The evidence of this is to be seen on all sides. 

. * + 

In the last 50 years there have been just three 
major examples of real civic progress In ‘this 
community. 

The first instance was the group of improve- 
ments which accompanied the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition of 1904, in the administration 
of Rolla Wells. | ; 

The second set of improvements came a quar- 
ter century later in the passage of the 1923 
bond issue of the Henry Kiel administration. 
That made possible the Memorial Plaza, Civil 
Courts building; Market, Olive, Gravois, North 
Twelfth and other street widenings; sewer, 
drainage, street lighting and park improvements 
and many other varied benefits. 

The third was the smoke elimination campaign 
which began in earnest, in 1939, in the admin- 
istration of Bernard F. Dickmann. 

There have been other efforts at civic better- 
ment and we are not unmindful of them or un- 
appreciative of the efforts of those who worked 
for them. 


But they have been sporadic, disconnected and 
with too little, far tee little, to shew. in the way 
of results. 

Within recent weeks a new promise of leader- 
ship has arisen. An evidence of this leadership 
as tangible as it is welcome is the frontal at- 
tack on the downtown traffic problemi. The plan 
to break the traffic stranglehold has already 
rolled up tremendous popular support but it, to- 
gether with provision for municipal offstreet 
parking, has hurdles to clear both at City Hall 
and the State Legislature. 

There is another promise of new leadership. 
This is Civic Progress, Inc., a group of outstand- 
ing members of the business community who 
have pledged themselves to continuous work on 
the side of progress. 

Will this leadership develop force enough to 
lift St. Louis out of the swamp of talk and do 
nothing, plan and get nowhere, agitate and for- 
get?

One answer will come Friday when the people 
of St. Louis pass on the bond issue to eliminate 
three blocks of unsightly structures in order to 
create a new plaza connecting Memorial Plaza 
and Aloe Plaza, opposite Union Station. 


If the people go to the polls in large numbers 
and approve the two proposals which constitute 
the bond issue, St. Louis will make the most of 
this nearest-at-hand opportunity to halt the daily 
march of decay. 

And St. Louis, make no mistake about it, can 
afford to pass no more opportunities, The stakes 
are too great. The hour is too late. 


This is the background and the setting of the 
mayoral primary which also comes on Friday. 

The records of the four candidates were print- 
ed in detail in the Sunday. Post-Dispatch. Any 
citizen of St. Louis who does not yet know what 
positions each candidate has taken still has am- 
ple time to inform himself or herself. 

The choice of a Mayor is an opportunity which 
comes only once in four years and the choice in 
the April election depends on how wisely. the 
voters mark their ballots in the primary. 

May there be an outpouring of ballots for 
progress three days hence! 

May it be the turning point! 

May it mark the day on which the disintegra- 
tion of St. Louis is at last arrested!

The 1952 record of the St. Louis Public Serv- 
ice Co. is a strong argument for a metropolitan 
transit authority. 

Last year, the company made its highest prof- 
its since 1946. Its 1952 earnings were more than 
double those of 1951 and the total annual divi- 
dend rate of $1.10 was the highest in the com- 
pany’s history. 

Yet while profits increased, service was re- 
diced by 77 busses and 10 streetcars. This area 
is.still caught in the spiral of increasing trans- 
portation ‘eosts and less service. 

This ts the record of a company which twice 
last year told the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission it had to have higher fares because its 
operating costs were going up. It got both fare 


\. increases. But its operating costs did not go up—

“they actually declined somewhat, 

In view of this record, the state commission 
ought to be exceptionally cautious in granting 
higher fares because of what the company an- 
ticipates happen to it. | 

But the miest important aspect of the Public 
Service profits is simply that they could, under 
proper public ownership, be plowed back into 
improving service. Aymetropolitan transit author- 
ity, as proposed here, Would not have to pay 
dividends. It could use the money for more 
busses and more trips. This le- a fundamental 
reason for moving toward public ownership.

Eden mission puts Britain's problems of getting more trade, more 
dollars, up to America; editorial suggests new efforts by our ally to 
improve efficiency, live within means; on our part, we should lower 
trade wall to let the British earn more dollars, not just borrow. 


An Editorial in The Reporter 


Anthony Eden and R. A. Butler are 
opening the season of visits by fore 
leaders to Washington, the only spot 


the world where sick economies can find 


a cure. * 


Mr. Butler has been preceded in this 
country by his plea for “trade not aid.” 
But there are many who like to rearrange 
the three little words their own way: “Not 
aid,” that’s for sure. Trade?“ Well, we'll 
have to see about that. 


Every two years since the war—in 1947, 
in 1949, and again in 1951—the British 
have required first 
aid for symptoms di- 
agnosed in London 
as a “dollar crisis” 
and in Washington 
as a “sterling crisis.”

Britain’s Main Weaknesses 


There are four main reasons for Brit- 
ain’s weakness: 

In the days when the British started the 
Industrial Revolution, manufactured goods 
were scarce and the products of farms and 
mines were relatively plentiful. It was 
good business to be the only industrialized 
country. But the industrial growth of the 
United States, , and Japan cut 
down Britain’s share of the world market 
for manufactures. 


Every year the British worker falls far- 
ther behind his American brother in the 
amount of real value he can turn out in 
an hour. The welfare state, overfull em- 
ployment and inflation have stiffened the 
joints of Britain's economic system just 
when it needs to adapt itself more rapidly 
to outside changes. , 

The most promising field for expanding 
British exports is in the products of the 
so-called metal-working industries — ma- 


chinery, jet aircraft, bicycles, and thous- 


ands of other things that British firms can 
make as well as, or better than, anybody 
else. But it is just these industries that are 
needed to produce hard goods for rearma- 
ment, and to make machinery to modern- 
ize Britain’s own plant and equipment. 


C.E.D.’s Realistic Advice 


In the areas that have produced most of 
Britain’s food and raw materials, a at 
movement aimed at economic as well as 
political independence has been gaining 
momentum, Britain has therefore become 
more dependent on North America as the 
one reliable source of food and of many 
important raw materials. But the Com- 
monwealth, not the United States, has been 
Britain’s best customer in recent decades. 
And now British competitive weakness 
makes it especially hard to crack the 
United States market in the face of our 
efficient production. 7

People who trade in pounds sterling can- 


not get dollars without asking London for 


permission. From both sides of the Atlan- 
tic there has been growing pressure on the 
British to make pounds more “convertible” 
into dollars. But the restrictions are there 
precisely because the British don’t have 
enough dollars to go around. 


As the balance ‘of trade is redressed, 
these restrictions can be gradually taken 
off. But those who want convertibility now 
are asking for another “sterling crisis,” 
— the usual emergency program to fol- 
ow. 


On our side, we can do a lot to help, 
even if Co ss won't go so far as to fol- 
low the advice of Henry Ford II and haul 
down our whole tariff wall unilaterally. 


Tariffs Hinder Foreign Policy 


The “peril-point” loophole in our trade- 
agreements policy, our antediluvian cus- 
toms procedures, our import quotas on 
cheese and such, and our “Buy American” 
Act are clearly out of line with our foreign 
policy. By preventing more dollar earnings 
by foreigners, they also harm United States 
export industries, contribute to the reces- 
sion in prices of agricultural exports like 
cotton, and add something (for foreign 
aid) to what each of us has to give the 
Collector of Internal Revenue by March 15. 


We can also do much to stabilize the 


demand for sterling-area raw materials. In - 


part this is just a question of doing our 
stockpile buying with an eye cocked toward 
its financial effect on the whole sterling 
area’s position. Beyond this, we should 
certainly be prepared to look with interest 
at any international schemes for stabiliz- 
ing the prices of particular commodities. 


To Cushion the Ups and Downs 


If all the necessary measures, theirs and 
ours, can be put together in a drive that 
has some real push behind it, the sterling 
area should be able to get close to making 
ends meet. But even if the maximum is 
done, it is hard to see free trade and a

THE NEW FORCE, by Ralph E. Lapp. (Harper & 
Dres., 238 pqs., $3.)

A physicist 
who studied under the discoverer of Uran- 
ium-235, he was connected with the Man- 
hattan project in the war, working both at 
the University of Chicago and at the Los 
Alamos bomb laboratory: After the war, 


he continued in the field of atomic energy. 


with the Argonne National Laboratory 
and then on the boards of several Govern- 
ment scientific agencies. 


He has one other qualification that per- 
haps is even more important in writing a 
book like “The New Force.” He has been a 
popular lecturer on atomie energy for sev- 
eral years and his discovered how to make 
atomic energy not only interesting but un- 
derstandable to the layman. 

Having been so intimately involved in 
the development of atomic energy, Dr. 
Lapp is not without some bias. It is a bias 
shared apparently by practically every 
physical scientist and by many political 
scientists. This is a strong realization of 
the danger in the present secrecy surround- 
ing many of the facts of atomic energy. 

Overlooking this one failing, if that is 
what it is, the book is an understandable 
and fascinating review of 10 years of 
atomic energy. It should be read by every 
adult who is trying to resolve in his own

FLUORIDES RESEARCH 
PIONEER RETIRES 


Dr. H. Trendley Dean, of Pub- 
lic Health Service, Was 
Born in East St. Louis. 


By a Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 10— 
Retirement of Dr. H. Trendle 
Dean, pioneer in research whi 
led to use of fluoridated water 
to reduce dental decay in chil- 
dren, was announced today by the 
Publie Health Service. 

Dr. Dean was born in East St. 
Louis and graduated from the 
St. Louis University dental school 
in 1916. He now lives in Arling- 
ton, Va. 

He joined the Public Health 
Service in 1921, after World War 
I service as an army captain. In 
World War II he rejoined the 
army as a colonel, Later he be- 
came director of the National 
Institute of Dental Research, a 
function. of the Public Health 
Service.: 

Twenty-one years ago he was 
assigned by the Public Health 
Serviee to studies dealing with 
the effect of flourides in drinking 
water on dental decay in chil- 


n. 

In the course of these studies 
he made what the Publie Health 
Service calls the “startling dis- 
covery” that those with mild 
cases of mottled tooth enamel 
caused by drinking water contain- 
ing fluorides developed hard 
teeth that resisted decay. 

Later came the discovery that 
addition of one part of fluoride 
to a million parts of water was 
sufficient to provide protection 
against decay without causing 
mattled dental enamel. 

That was 10 years ago. Since 
then more than 650 communities 
in the United States have been 
adopting the practice of adding 
fluorides to their water supply 
and about 300 others have ap- 
proved similar plans. 

For his research in fluoride 
treatments Dr. Dean received the 
1949 Gorgas Award for outstand- 
ing contributions in the field of 
military medicine.”

ERHAPS it was this nameless 
and unidentifiable old ballad 
which made “Love me little, 
love me long” the popular line

T’S NOT so bad to be a bright 

kid. There is accumulating 

evidence that super-charged 
brain equipment, nourished on 
vitamin drops and Shakespéare, 
need not drive a little genius into 
an adulthood clouded by alcohol 
and mental flutters. It probably 
won't even make him the least 
bit eccentric. 

I gather this cheery intélligence 
from a brief investigation into the 
fate of that fabulous Stable of 
cerebral prowess which has be- 
come the national symbol of ju- 
venile wizardry: the Quiz Kids. 


What's Fappened to them since 
they went on the air more than 
12 years ago? Let's look at the 
first panel of five that piped up 
over the radio June 28, 1940. 


Joan Bishop, now 25, had no 
formal musical schooling, yet she 
has sung in Carnegie Hall, ap- 
peared with the San Carlo and 
Chicago opera companies, starred 
in a Broadway musical and is to- 
day a successful entertainer in 
the better night clubs. Charles 
Schwartz graduated cum laude 
from Harvard Law School and 
went back to Harvard on a teach- 
ing fellowship. Van Dyke Tiers 
got a Ph. D. in-chemistry and is 
doing research for a large cor- 
poration. Gerard Darrow majors 
in music at James Millikin Uni- 
versity. And Mary Ann Anderson 
writes advertising in the head of- 
fice of the Walgreen drug chain. 

That’s a more or less typical 
showing for the whole crew. More 
than 400 brilliant youngsters have 
appeared on the Quiz Kid show 
(now on KSD-TV 10:30 a.m. on 
alternating Sundays), but there 
is no record of a deadbeat, a 
divorce or a nervous breakdown 
in the bunch. Between them, 
they’ve acquired bushels of schol- 
arships, college degrées, good 
jobs (average earnings over 35000 
a year) and husbands and wives 
with whom they are raising 
small “quiz kidlets.” (There were 
21 Quiz Kid babies at the show's 
twelfth reunion; a nursery had to 
be installed in the hotel where 
the event was celebrated and sev- 
eral tots made an admirabte 
showing on questions fired at 
them by „ e Kelly.)

And if perchance one of them 
did rob a bank, a spokesman for 
the program assured me with a 
prideful wink, he must have done 
such a good job that he hasn't 
been caught. a 

While the FBI may have had 
no occasion to scrutinize the do- 
ings of quiz kids, the same can- 
not be said of educators, psychol- 
ogists, statisticians and other ex- 
perts who have been following 
their development in fascination 
and have recorded their impres- 
sions in learned journals. 

“I don’t suppose they X-rayed 
my bones to see if they calcified 
on schedule, but they’ve done 
about everything else,” says Mary 
Ann Anderson. Mary Ann was 13 
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years old when she qualified for 
the show’s first panel. Among 
her qualifications had been the 
ability to read 15 pages a ininute 
by the time she reached the fifth 
grade and accurately answering 
questions based on what she had 
read. 

Now 27, attractive Mary Ann 
writes beauty ads and annual re- 
ports to stockholders for Wal- 
green’s in Chicago. She also

Jack Lucal, who speaks eight 
languages and wanted to be a 
diplomat when he was a quiz kid, 
is training to be a priest. 

Joel Kupperman, the mathe- 
matical genius who made his 
debut on Quiz Kids at the age 
of 5, does not seem to have been 
slowed or spoiled by the fact that 
he has earned more than $40,000 
in war bonds frem the program. 
Like the other performers, Joel 
can use the money for his educa-

battling endless yards of paste 

soaked wallpaper, amateur 
paperhangers are about to find an 
easier way. The answer is a new 
adhesive that applies to the wall 
instead of to the paper. 


Pre-trimmed paper stays in the 
roll until it’s actually hung. The 
adhesive .s applied to the entire 
surface of the wall with a paint 
roller, then the paper is unrolled 
from the ceiling to the baseboard 
against the adhesive covered wall. 
The paper sticks right away but 
can be moved for minutes more 
to adjust pattern matching at the 
seams. 


And quite as newsworthy as the 
way it helps paper to go on the 
wall is the way this adhesive 
helps it to come off. Two moisten- 
ings with a damp sponge put the

in trust for him until he turns 21. 

Now 17, Joel has a scholarship 
to the University of Chicago. He 
could have entered quite some 
time ago but didn’t until last fall. 
Chicago public school psycholo- 
gists reported that he had the 
highest mental development of 
any child they ever tested, but 
Joel’s parents wanted him kept 
with youngsters of his own age. 

Joel didnt walk or say a word 
until he was 18 months old 
(which ought to reassure a lot of 
parents), but at the age of seven 
he was perusing eighth grade 
history books and remembering 
every fact and date. He didn't 
grow up as a book worm, either: 
Joel starred oh the neighborhood 
softball team, administered a pri- 
vate animal collection (18 tur- 
tles) and was usually identified 
as the chief organizer or head 
man of whatever social and ath- 
letic activities were being insti- 
gated by his friends. 


If you're one of the original 
Quiz Kid fans, you may possibly 
have a dim recollection of Smylla 
Brind, a shy and plain little thing 
with mu -up hair who dis- 
played her I.G. (165) on the show 
when she was 14. She spoke with 
quite a German accent then, hav- 
ing recently come with her par- 
ents as a refugee from Vienna 
(where she was born) and Paris 
(where she had lately gone to 
school), 


“She was very likeable but a 
little on the timid side,” Quiz- 
master Kelly, who never went 
beyond the third grade himself, 
recalled recently. “It’s amazing 
how these kids change after they 
grow up. Makes a fellow stop and 
think!” 

If you can’t place the exotic 
name of Smylla Brind it may be 
because she soon changed it to 
Vanessa Brown. At 15, Smylla- 
Vanessa played a juvenile role in 
the Chicago company of th 
hit “Watch on the Rhine.” 
she was “discovered” by David 
Selznick, went to Hollywood and 
got a degree at U.C.L.A. On the 
side, she also appeared in 15 
movies (“The Late George Ap- 
ley,” “The Heiress,” “The Foxes 
of Harrow,” “The Fighter,” etc.) 
More lately she played second 
lead under Katherine Hepburn in 
“As You Like It,” and at present 
she is the full-fledged star of the 
new Broadway comedy success, 
“The Seven Year Itch.” 

Vanessa, now 24, auburn-haired 


and married to a plastic surgeon, 
presents an in case study 
of the problems faced by a beauty 
with a quiz kid brain.

HE program’s spokesman do 
T not take the latter remark 
too literally since Vanessa 
does keep in occasional touch 
with the old Quiz Kid gang 
and is known to have regretted, 
in a recent interview, that 
she never learned to speak more 
than three languages fluently. Her 
father speaks nine and works 
crossword puzzles in Chinese. 
With all her talents, however, 
Vanessa has never learned how to 


cook. 

“My husband makes the steaks 
and I open the cans,” she says, 
“but then who wants to be known 
as that girl who cooks?” 

Finally, my research led mé to 
a Chicago lunch counter for a mid- 
day bite with Frisbie, a Quiz Kid 
graduate who had read and di- 
gested the 20-volume set of The 
Book of Knowledge by the time 
he was in the fifth grade. Dick 
used to keep a dozen or so snakes 
loose around the house and is an 
ardent bird watcher (so, fortu- 
nately, is his wife). Now he is a 
reporter for the Chicago Daily 
news. 

Our meal was brief because Dick 
was covering a murder trial and 
had a deadline breathing down his 
neck, but I talked to him long 
enough to gather that he’s just an 
ordinary pleasant guy whose 
brain have never’ bothered him 
exvessively. 

Not even his boss, City Editor 
Clem Lane, can kid him about be- 
ing a Quiz Kid. Lane's son was 
one, too.

South’s bidding was a little 
rash, but it is hard to blame him, 
considering his freak holding. 

West opened with the club ace. 
Declarer ruffed, pondered about 
the heart situation, and finally 
led the 10. When West played 
the seven, declarer huddled 
again, but he made what should 
have been the winning guess 
he put up dummy’s queen. 

The fact that this was not ac- 
tually a winning guess was due 
to East’s bland and unhesitating 
play of the trump deuce on the 
queen! After that, South had to 
be a mind reader to land on his 
feet—and he wasn’t. He led the 
heart six from dummy, and when 
East played the three, finessed 
in the hope of driving out the 
blank ace. Certainly, it appeared 
that this was the one chance to 
avoid the loss of two heart tricks. 
The fact that dummy’s queen had 
held the trick clearly marked 
West .with the heart ace, and 
therefore declarer had to hope 
that East held the jack. 

The beauty of East's play may 
not be fully apparent. East knew, 
from South's failure to try for a 
diamond ruff, that the diamonds 
were solid, and he also knew 
that South could not have bid the 
slam with a losing spade. The 
once chance to defeat the con- 
tract, then, was to let the heart 
queen hold, to make it possible 
for declarer to finesse for the 
obviously missing jack.
